In the 
Army the specialist draws practically 
nothing, His arm n be stiif with 
badges denoting special qualifications 
without any apparent ettect on his 
weekly payesheet. 


Tradesmen in the Army do, of 
course, draw extra pay, bul the num- 
ber of-these ranks Is comparatively 
small, 5 


In the tast Army Estimates the sol- 
dier was told that he could not be 
given a rise, but that the grievance 
of “stoppages,” . whereby his pay, 
small as it is, {a reduced, would be 
removed, This promise hus not been 
fulfilled, The benefit to the soldier 
by the time the complicated book- 
keeping arrangements of the Army 
have done their work is very, small 
indeed.

Lord Cardigan sald he Immediately 
communicated with the police. 
Another witness stated he found 
Lady Cardigan's room in a state of 
chaos, The pillows were saturated 
with blood. Glassware was smashed 
to fragments. He statetl that upon 


her arrival at the Hotel sho refused’ 


food and medical attentlon, Her 
request for drink was refused. She 
tocked herself in her sulte and ap- 
parently smashed things In the room, 
She cut her arm with a safety razor 
and broke the water bottle, swallow~ 
ing portions of the glass. 

‘The Coroner declared it was 
evident that Lady Cardigan intended 
tg commit suicide In elrcumstances 
{n which her Intentions could not be 
frustrated, The verdict was suicide

Defend~ 
ant was fined $10, and ordered to 
pay $10 amends to complainant. 
Defendant and -his brother, com- 
plainunt's husband, were bound over 
to keep the peace’ for one. ycar. 

Detective Sergeant Franklin pro- 
secuted. - 


Chan Chung, P.C.C.454, stated 
that he went to the house and 
Knocked on the door, ~A_ man 
answered and told witness to fo 
away as nothing had happened. 
ahere was a smell of urine on the 
stairs, 


Defendant stated {hat complainant 
and-he were. not on good terms. . On 
July 6 about 2 pm. he left the 
Nam ‘Cheung School. Previous to go- 
Ing out his'elder brother had made 
arrangements to go to the cinema 
that night. About 8.45 p.m. they 
met at the Yat Cheung cafe, after 
which they went together to the 
cinema. Defendant did not go: back 
to the school after the show but went 
to n friend's house in Hennessy Road 
where he stayed the night. 


Chan Lik-kee, complainant's hus- 
band, stated that his wife was stay- 
Ing with her sister In Shumshulpo, 
He did not know that his daughter 
was {ll After. corroborating de- 
fendant's story regarding the visit 
to the cinema, witness said that he 
had left instructions at the school 
that his wife should not be admitted. 
He returned after the cinema, Wit- 
ness stated that he could not have 
his family Hving at the school. 

His Worship remarked that. it 
would make him blush to admit the 
shameful things that witness had 
stated. 

- Other Evidence 


Fung Lin-chi, 28, tencher, stated 
that he arrived at the school about 
8pm, About 9 p.m. a woman came 
to the school and knocked on the 
door, The servant boy answered it 
and would not open the door. De- 
fendant was not at-the school and 
Chan Lik-kee left about 8 p.m. 

Wan Lul-cho, 17, the servant boy, 
ataled that he went to bed at 9 p.m.

COOLIE DROWNED 


WENT FOR SWIM FROM A 
SANITARY BARGE 


Death by drowning, having been 
overcome by the strong current, was 
the verdict returned by the Jury at

Chi-ping and Usaf Sham Suddin. 


Dr. G. 8, Honry stated that the in- 
ternal organs of the body a too 
decomposed to form a reason for 
death. The man could have been 
dend for some days, possibly four. 

Lau Iu, 45, coxswain of refuse 
barge W, stated that at 8 a.m, on 
July 2 the barge was off Cha Po 
Ling. They anchored some few hun- 
dred yards from the refuse dump 
because the current was too strong. 
After their meal, Tang Sile stated 
that-he wanted to swim.’ Witness 
would not allow It os it was not 
safe, Later witness was told that 
Tang Stk had swum ashore, When 
he did not return, witness thought 
that he must have drowned and went 
ashore to make enquiries. A report 
was made, It was not unusual for 
the coolies to go swimming. The 
bedy was next seen by witness in 
‘he mortuary, 


Lau Ngau, 37, coolic, stated that 
he went In swimming that day and 
soon after getting In the water wit- 
ness saw Tang Sik jump in ns well. 
Tang was not seen again by witness. 

Au Chi, 29, cook, deposed to 
having discovered the body ‘on the 
beach at Cha Po Ling and recognis- 
ing It ns that of Tang Sik, 


Formal evidence of tho police 
constable who went to view. the body 
was taken, after which the jury gave 
its-verdict.

CONCESSION TO ENABLE 
LONGER JOURNEYS 


Commencing on August 1, 
Kowloon Motor Bus Company will 
Inftlate an alteration in their charge 
on sections designed to give a con- 
cession to passengers without actual- 
ly reducing the fares. The Kowloon 
Resident’s Association have long been 
pressing for a reduction and this is 
how the Company has decided to 
‘meet their request. ‘ 


Under present conditions, a pus- 
senger mounting a bus between two 
sections, pays his inittal farc-—10 
cents in the first class and five cents 
in the second—which will, however, 


only take him to the end of the © 


gection in which he commenced to 
Yravel, Under the provisions to be 
introduced on August 1, the pas 
senger's {nitfal fare will not-only pay 
for the part section, assuming he has 
again mounted between two sections, 
but will take him over.the whole of 
the following section. 


For example, to-day 1 passenger 
could get into the second class part 
of the bus at Argyle Street and pay 
five cents for the part sectlon which 
ends at the Majestic. He would then 
have to pay another flve cents to 
complete the journcy to the Star 
Ferry. .From August 1 he will be 
able to travel from Argyle Street to 
the Star Ferry for five cents.

It is n welcome rellef to turn from 
Far Enstern unrest to the exception- 
ally well-written sketches on 
Oriental fe which are contained in 
“The Green Edge of Asia,” by 
Richard Pyke (Messrs. George’ Allen 
Unwin, Ltd. London; 63.). The 
author writes as an observant 
traveller and ho invests his vignettes 
with a charm of slyle which is al- 
togcther satisfying. There la, too, o 
veln of quiet - humour running 
through hls work, althdugh he can 
also write effectively in serlous 
mood, witness the chapter, “China, 
How Long?" In which he apeculates 
on the eventual consequences. of that 

nation’s contact with Western Ideas. 


Most of the chapters have already 
appeared {In The Listener, but they 
have been re-written In part. All fn 
all, the volume is marked by dlintincl 
Nterary merit. and should appeal 
ullke to those who know the East by 
contact and those whose knoweldge 
is confined to what they have read, 
We can commend this book as belny 
one of the best of its type which we 
have had the pleasure to review, 


FLYING ROUND THE WORLD 


“Flying Round the World," by Dr. 
Bolivar Lang Falconer (The Strat- 
ford Company, Boston, Mass.; U.S. 
$1.50) is a record In dlary form of 
the aerial voynge made lost year by 
the author when he established the 
record of being the first pald passen- 
#er to circle the globe entirely by 
alr, In all, Dr. Falconer covered 
20,130 miles of travel which began 
and ended at Dallas, Texas, in the 
course of which, Incldentally, he 
touched at Hongkong. He had 
orlginally planned to make the trip 
in twenty-six days, and would have 
done so but for the fact that the 


Clipper plane which he counted on 


taking from Mania to San Francisco 
decided to carry mall only on the 
date he had fixed. 


No pretence to Iiterary merit is 
made ‘by the duthor, but the volume 
is, none the Ie&s, of consuming jn- 
terest, and the writer has the knack 
of compressing into a few words the 
most outstanding facts  associnted 
with the numerous places at ‘which 
he called. One little story which he 
tells of Wake Island is worth re- 
peating, When the first Jt men 
landed there last year to build the 
airport for Clippers, they were allow- 
ed forty pounds of baggage cach. 
Three of them asked if they might 
combine weights and = order one 
article for the three. When the. re- 
quest was conceded by the Super- 
intendent, they replied: “Bring us a 
120-pound blonde!” 


The volume is freely ifustroted, 
and, as a co-worker of the author 
remarks in oa preface, the story js 
well worth expanding.

When Penguin Books, Ltd., Lon- 
don, decided to issue, at the popular 
price of sixpence each, authoritative 
volumes: for people who want to keep 
abreast of the changes In the outlook 
of scicnce and thought which are 
affecting our everyday lives, they 
set themselves against the, conception 
that such books would appeal only 
‘to a limited public of well-to-do 
people.’

It is very unusual for the mem-

‘PLUCKY GUARDS 
AVERT PIRACY 


STORY OF ATTEMPTS 
ON TIN SANG 


Ranking with the. best that can 
‘bo offered of thrills and adven- 
tures in any account of tho ac- 
tivities of Chincse pirates ts the 
case of the small Mongkong 
rlyer-steamer Tin Sang which, on 
® voyage on the West River on 
Friday, put up a successful fight 
against pirates who had boarded 
her at Samshui as passengers. 


But for the tlmely Interventlon of 
ILM.S. Cicnla, gunbont on West 
River patrol, which put an armed 
patrol on board, serlous complications 
might have followed, As It proved, 
the naval assistance came none too 
‘soon after a desperate fight had oc- 
curred between guards and plrates, in 
the course of which onc. pirate was 
shot dead, and another disappeared 
overbonrd. 


Subsequently, two other pirates 
were also shot dead by British 
bluejackets when they attempted to 
escape by going overboard to swim 
nshore, and at least three other mem- 
bers of the gang are belleved drown- 


ed. 


Those who stand out as heroes in 
the story are the ship's two Chinese 
guards. One engaged In a desperate 
struggle with the armed chief of the 
gang, and fired the fatal shot which 
put an end to his career. In doing 
so, the puard narrowly escaped death 
when flred at by another of the gang. 


Chinese OMfictat on Board 


The full story of the Incident was 
told to an S. C. M. Post reporter yes- 
terday by members of the ship's crew 
after the Tin Sang had gone into 
dock at Shamshuipo following its re-" 
turn here. It was disclosed that, 
besides a valuable cargo, the pre- 
sence on board of Mr. Wong Tin- 
chak, high Chinese Government offf- 
einl, and his family as passengers, 
might have been an inducement for 
the piratical attempt. Mr. Wong is a 
brother of Gen. Wong Shlu-hune, 
Chairman of the Hupch Provincial 
Government, and a native of 
Kwangsi. 


The Tin Sang left Hongkang on 
Thursday with some 5,000 piculs of 
cargo which included foreign silk 
goods, medicines, two lorry chnsses, 
and a number of chicken-dealers and 
other supercargocs as passengers. 


At Somshui she picked up ‘about 20 
passengers, including 15 or 16. who 
subsequently turned out pirate’ sus- 
pects. Suspicions at first formed by 
boatpeople at Samshul when they 
noticed whnt they guessedas firearms 
bulging under the jackets of a num- 
ber of these passengers, were com~ 
municited to the ship's crew, who In 
turn mude a move’ to search the 
suspects. 


At 4.30 p.m. on Friday, when the 
Tin Sang had arrived at Yin Kow, the 
more hefty of the two guards ad- 
vanced on u passenger who wis sus- 
pected of having two concealed 
pistols, The latter strongly resisted 
but was anticipated In the use of fire- 
arms, by the. guard drawing his 
wenpon first and firing two shots, 
both of which struck the plrate in 
vital parts. He was instantly killed 
by ne of these shots entering hls 
skull. 


Navy to Rescue 


While thls fight was in progress, 
the guard narrowly escaped when an- 
other of the plratical gang came out 
In his true colours and attempted to 
shoot the guard with o revolver. He 
pulled the trigger apparently without 
any effect, then threw the weapon 
away and jumped overboard. That 
was the Inst scen of him. 


By this timc, Capt. Callum, master, 
had had sufficient time to size up the 
situation. He made the necessary 
dispositions to defend the bridge 
from attack, ond signalled for help 
on the ships syren. 7 


Not more than two cable lengths 
‘behind were the Chung On and the 
Kwong Foon, two other river-boats 
which had sailed with the Tin Sang 
from Samshul. As they were in a 
stretch of the river where a piracy 
was least expected, the reports of 
firearms which had been heard on 
these other vessels were put down to 
some trouble among the passengers; 
so beyond instructing their own pas- 
sengers to keep out of the way of 
possible flying bullets, these vessels 
had carried on without paying any 
marked attention to the Incident. Not 
until the Tin Sang’s urgent slgnal for 
assistance was a correct idea convey- 
ed to the masters of the situation. 
The Chung On then sped on to take a 
position ahead of the Tin Sang, with 
the Kwong Foon bringing up the rear 
In this order, the three vessels carri~ 
ed on for the next two hours, 


Arrested Drama |

become one of arrested action,‘as, 
realising the odds. arrayed against 
them, other members of the large 
plratleal gang sought to conceal their 
Identity by remaining in inactivity 
with the othor five or six passengers.

AMILLE CHAUTEMPS 
was born In the heart of 
Paris 51 years ago, the 
son of a poor .peoplo’s 
doctor who always forgot to ask 
for his feces when he saw that 
the Mnen was torn and that 


there was no meat In the pot on 
the fire. 


Dr. Emile Chautemps, who was 
no forgiving to. the poor, becamo © 
very popular among his fellow- 
citlzons. 

They sont him first to the Town 
Hall, then to tho Palals-Bourbon,. 
the Houses of Parliament. 

When he was Inter defeated he 
wos alrendy famous in French 
politics, He was given a safe seat 
in Savoy, the province in which 
the Chautemps family originated. 
He became o Senator and o 
Minister of Colonics. 

He did not grow rich for three 
reasons, because ho forgot Nis fees 
when the patients were poor, be- 
cause he resisted the temptation ot 
becoming wealthy through poll- 
ties; and because he had five sons.

Camille, the new Premier, ls now 
tho most famous of the five. But 
hefore his name was over heard of 
in France his elder brother Fellx . 
was suddenly placed in tho lime- 
light of French politica through a 


- dramatic incident in the Chamber 


of Deputies which I witnessed by 
chance from the Press gallery 
exactly 24 years ago. 

Under pressure from Taarist 
Russia, the Government of M. 
Barthou had decided in 1913 ta 
ralse the period of military service 
{rom two to three years. 

The whole country was rouscd 
by thls demand, Tho Socialists, 
ted by Jean Jaures, and the Radl- 
cals, led by M, Calllaux, decided 
to fight the BI. 

On the first day of the debate a 
tall, slim man in the thirties 
launched the attack. It was Fellx 
Chautemps, the member for 
Albertville, in Bavoy. 

His family mame was noted, 
but it was his first big speech. 
The young man criticised tho Bu 
with the skill of « Parllamentary 
veteran and of a military expert a3 - 


well. 

At his feet, behind the Minister's 
pench, two of the most prominent 
army chiefs wore sitting in plain- 
clothes as military advisers to the 
Government, Thelr presence was 
apparently supposed to impress 
wavering members of the left.

One was General Jofire, Com- 
mander-In-Chief of the Army, 
heavy, brond-shouldercd, with a 
big blond moustache, the other 
was General Pau, hero of 1871, who 
had lost his right arm in the war 
against Prussia. 

“This third year of military 
service,” said the young member 
for Albertville, “is to be enforced 
upon the country asa result of the 
carelessness and laziness of the 
Gencral Staff.” 

Old white-hairced General Pau 
turned crimson, jumped to nis 
feet, packed his papers under his 
only arm and started to walk away, 
followed by General Joffre, who 
was, obviously surprised by this 
outburst of temper of his colleague. 

Prime Minister Barthou had Just 
time ‘enough to catch the‘ flap-

Chautemps for his “insults to the 
Army,” the Left protesting against 
that unprecedented demonstration 
of Generats in a French Parifa- 
ment. 

Félix Chautemps stood impass- 
ive on the rostrum in the middle 
of the storm. Order was only re- 
stored when the Speaker censured 
his “regrettable words." 

For days and weeks the re-

A little more than one year later 
war broke out, and one of the frat 
Fronch,M.P.s8 to fall on the battle- 
flelds was the “traitor,” Faux 
Chautemps.

Two other sons of Dr. Emile 
Chautemps died for thelr country; 
Maurice, who was killed in the war, 
and Henrl, a cotontal Civil servant, 
who was murdered in Benegal by 
rebel tribes. . 

Of tho five sons there remain 
two, Camille and Pierre, both 
Inwyers by profession.

“Even now at 2.30pm. [am puzzled 
to know under whnt head of mon- 
slaughter it js represented that this!

STONE GOES 
INTO THE BOX 


Stone, wearing a dark reefer sult, 
walked slowly to the — witness-box 
with a warder to give his evidence. 

Mr. Healy's first question was: In 
the statements you made to thie police 
officers in this cnse, did you tell them 
the whole truth? . 

Stone: No, sir. 

You are sworn to tell the whole 
truth here to-day, Are you prepare 
ed to do so?--Yes.. 

Stone sald that while he was 
statloned ut Gosport in 1931 he met 
Ruby Keen. He went to the East 
with the Army in February, 1932, 


Gosport, and on each occasion he 
walked out with Ruby Keen, 

On Sunday, April 11, he, met her 
in the Golden Bell nt 8.20.

FOR 
THE ARMY 


SERIOUS FALLING 
OFF | 
THE PAY QUESTION 


(By A Milltary Correspondent) 

The serious falling off of enlistment 
into the Regular Army Is the first 
problem that will engage the atten- 
tlon of Mr, Hore-Belisha at the War 
OMce. In splte of the efforts of the 
last two years, the number of recruits 
joining has falled to make good the 
wastige due to discharge on explra- 
tion of time.. The figures for this 
yeur are Ikely to be the worst for 
many years, 


Mr. Duff Cooper had a good deal 
of success in his campaign to draw 
attention to the needs of the Ter- 
vitorlal Army. It is a fairly casy 
task to appeal to the patriotism of 
those in steady employment. It Is not 
nearly so ¢asy to attract men to a 
Service where conditions of pay are 
so low that a man drawing his allow- 
ance from the Public Assistance funds 
is a lot better off in the matter of 


moncy to spend. - i 


Recrults for the Navy and the Air 
Force can be obtained casily. Con- 
ditions of life in these Services and 
the prestige which attaches to being 
a sailor or an airman may have somec- 
thing to do with this, Yut the main at- 
traction is that in cither of these ser- 
vices pay is much betler than in the 
Army. 


The reply of the Treasury to any 
suggestion that the basle rate of phy 
in the Army should be raised is that 
the basic rate in the Navy and the 
Air Force would have to be raised at 
the same time, This is a perfectly 
correct answer from the Treasury 
viewpoint, and, indeed, is the only 
one they can, make. Tt is not, how- 
ever, the basic rate of the soldier's 
pay which necds attention, 


NOTHING FOR SPECIALISTS 


All that is necessary is that the 
soldier should be given the same 
facilities as in the Navy or the Air 
Force for obtaining extra pay for 
specinl eMficiency. In the Navy and 
Alr Force specialists of all kinds draw 
pay for their sp 
Army the specialist draws practically 
nothing. His arm can be stiff with 
badges denoting special qualifications 
without any. apparent effect on his 
weekly pity-shect. 


Trndesmen In the Army “do, of 
course, draw extra pay, but the num- 
ber io these ranks Js comparatively 
small. 


“In the last Army Estimates the sol- 
dicr was told that he could not be 
given o rise, but that the grievance 
of “stoppages,” whereby his pay, 
smal} as it fs, is reduced, would be 
removed, ‘This promise hus not been 
fulfiled. The benefit to the soldier 
by the. time the complicated book- 
keeping, arranyzements of the Army 
huve done their work is very small 
indeed. 


The possible recruit is not Impress- 
ed by the promise of better barracks 
in a few years’ time, nor is the ques- 
tlon of forelgm service the bugbenr 
It fs made out to be. The only real 
motter of interest fs pay, the amount 
from the pay which con: be allocated 
to the help of the soldier's famlly and 
the amount he has over for his 
amusements. 


A PLAIN ISSUE 


The issue before Mr, Hore-Belisha 
isa plain one, The Regular Army is 
necessury os “Keeper of the King’s 
Peace” al} over the Empire. Unless 
men can be attracted Into the Army 
in sufficient numbers to make good 
wastage ond bring the units up to 
strength the whole of our army syse 
tem will break down. A complete re- 
organisation of the system ‘will .then 
be the only -remedy. _ 


Equipment without men Is uscless. 
Jo reorganisc army pay so that an 
eMicient .man can carn reasonable 
es us he docs'in the Navy and the 
Force ‘will undoubtedly be a big 
‘task. It Is, however, necessary.

therefrom, are taking place in vari- 
ous quarters jn China, - 

At the time of the Chengtu incident 
last year, the, Japanese Government 
took occasion ‘to ask the Chinese 
to rectify their uttitude towards 
Japan, which constituted o funda- 
mental obstacle to friendly Inter- 
course between the Chinese and 
Japanese, and invited the Nankjng 
Government ta demonstrate its 
sincerity regarding concrete ques- 
tlons bound up with the amelioration 
of relations between the two 
countries. Unfortunately, us you 
know, the negotiations came to an 
impasse owing to Chinese recalcl- 


trance. 
JAPAN'S POLICY ‘ 

Since then, Sino-Japanese relations, 
frankly speaking, have been for from 
satisfactory. I need not repeat here 
that Japanese policy in East Asia is 
directed solely toward the realisation 
of stability in. East Asia through coh- 
ciation and co-operation between 
Japan, Manchoukuo and China and 
by stopping the Communlst Invasion 
of the Orlent. The Japanese Gov- 
ernment therefore earnestly hope that 
Chinn whl, as soon as possible, come 
t6 hnve'n full understanding and op- 
preciation of our basic policy. 

However, to-day in China not only 
is such understandIng or appreciation 
absent, but anti-Japanese sentiments 
ns mentioned before, have been still 
more Intensified of which the Loukot. 
chino Incident’ of July 7 was the only 
logical consequence. Regarding the 
present incident, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment maintained, ns_ announced 
in their official statemnt of July 11, 8 
policy secking a settlement on the 
trot and non-noggravation of the situa- 

on, - : 

Accordingly the Government has 
been doing Its Best to effect a peaceful 
solution on_the spot and at the samo 
time to induce.the Nanking Govern- 
ment to take proper steps for an carly 
settiement of the question. It is my 
earnest hope that prompt reconsidern- 
tlon’on the part of the Chinn authorl- 
tles will lend to faithful execution of 
the terms of settlement arrived at on 
the night of July 11. 

_ PATIENCE AND 
SELF-RESTRAINT 

The Governments of the Powers 
have been informed In detail, through 
our diplomatic representatives, of this 
policy of the Japanese Government, 
and I believe they understand fully 
Japan's attitude of patience and self- 
restraint, On the other hand, depen- 
dent upon what steps ‘the Nanking 
Government may take, there js no 
knowing what may be the possible re- 
Percussions among the Chinese 
masses, There exists, 1{ must be ad- 
mitted, tho donger of on untoward 
outbreak at“any moment.’ We have’ 
more than once called the attention 
of the Chinese Central Government 
and the Jocal authorities to the mnat- 
ter .of contro! of anti-Japanese 
activitics and protection of our 
nationals In Chino. In order to 
Insure their safety, the Japanese 
Government are prepared to use all 
available means consonant with the 

_ development of the situation. 

In a word, China holds the key to a 
settlement of the present incident, 4 
its depends entirely upon what course 
she chooses to follow. I confident) 
hope the Nanking Government will 
adopt such effective and appropriate 
measures as accord with our desire 
and ring. about an carly and 
amicable settlement. 

‘The Government is giving carcful 
consderation to our relations with 
the Sovict Union, Incidents’ continue 
to occur along the Manchoukuo- 
Soviet frontler. The most serjous 
case was the recent Illicit invasion 
and occupation of 'Manchoukuo Is- 
lands in the Amur ‘River, which led 
to an armed clash between Japanese

Last year, thls country concluded 
an anti-Comintern agreement with 
Germany, The Government: are

TRADE ISSUES 

. Now, turning to our trode relations 
with other countries, obviously ex- 
pansion of our export trade con- 
stitutes not only an indispensable 
condition of our national existence, 
but one of the most important means 
of balancing our international ac- 
counts under the present “economic 
circumstances of the country. But, 
as a matter of. fact, foreign Powers, 
for economic, financial or other rea- 
sons, still continuc to maintain com- 
merclol barriers of various kinds 
agalnst Japanese goods. The Gov- 
ernment {s working for a smooth 
development of our export trade by 
concluding such Individual agree- 
ments with Governments of those 
countries as may be best suited to 
their respective circumstances, * or 
by arranging private agreements to 
be arrived ‘at between our business 
interests and those of other countries. 
Iam glad to soy that since last 
‘spring our trade negotiations with 
India, Burma, Netherlands East- 
Indies and Turkey have all been 
brought ton successful conclusion. 
The Government will strive more 
energetically than ever for the main- 
tenance and furtherance of Japan's 
commercial interests and at the same 
time make all possible endeavours 
for, insuring free access tos ray 
materials and natural resourcesgan 
promoting freedom of international 
trade. 

It is gratifying to note the growth 
of certnin tendencies fnvourable to 
the restoration of frecdom of trade. 
1 desire to take thls opportunity to 
declare the readiness of the Japaneso 
Government tsparticipate heartlly in 
any international undertaking to 
convert these tendencies Into reality.

The first part of the Japuncse 
ultimatum was to have expired at 
noon yesterday (Pelping time) but 
General Sung Cheh-yuan, Hopei-

At 3 o'clock, however, General Sung 
replied to the Japunese rejecting 
their demands. 

Fighting first started at Nanyuan, 
five miles south of Peiping, where it 
was especially severe. Official re- 
ports state that only one man out of 
500 of the 29th Army troops survived 
when the Japanese bombed and 
machine-gunned tho garrison at 
Tungchow In the morning, because 
they would not surrender thelr arms. 
Tho one survivor was seriously 
wounded.— Reuter. 


SEVERE FIGHTING 
REPORTED 


Nanking, July 28. 

It ls oMciully stated that hostilities 
broke out between Chinese. and 
Japanese near Peiping at 3° p.m.

John Ambulance men are ready 
to give first-aid whenever ac- 
cidents occur. In. the coal 
mines, for example, there are 
emergency stations at every pit- 
head, and in every shift there 
are miners who have become 
proficient members of the 
Brigade. When Londoners con- 
gregated in their thousands to 
watch the Coronation procession, 
the St. John Ambulance men 
were standing along the edge of 
the crowd ready to give expert 
attention to anyone in need of 
it. Their presence was taken 
as a matter of course, for the 
public are accustomed to see 
their familiar black and silver 
uniforms wherever, there are 
dense crowds. At race-mect- 
inga, cinemas, football matches; 
air displays, the St. John Am- 
bulance men are always in at- 
tendance. There is another 
aspect of their work which is 
not so familiar to the public. 
The self-imposed duty of the 
Brigade ig to render public set- 
vice wherever there may be 
public danger. For this reason 
it has established nearly seven- 
teen hundred emergency huts 
and first-nid stations along the 
main motor roads at points 
which are known to be danger- 
ous; working in conjunction 
with these is a fleet of 318 motor 
ambulances waiting to be sum- 
moned by telephone. This’ 
necessarily sketchy summary of. 
the activities of the Brigade in 
the Old Country will suffice to 
show the magnificent work which 
its members are discharging out 
of a senae of civic responaibility.

England started 
the play having lost’ three wickets in 
the second innings for 37 runs. By 
lunch time the entire team was out 
for 187 on F. R, Brown 
Leslie Ames: (39) offering resistance 
to Cowie, who took 6 for oT. 

Requiring 265 to win, New Zentand 
started well, Vivian and Maloney put- 
ting 50 on the board before separation, 
But by tea time seven wickets had 
fallen for 113, and the end came 
quickly after the udjournment, the 
Jast three wickets falling for an ad- 
ditional 23° runs, 

Donnelly batted with great courage 
to score 37 not out, but he could get 
nnybody to stay with. him. 

Goddard proved himself to be prac- 
ticully unplaytble, and tool six

I doubt whether I have ever seen 
a loter play such a grand ganic ond 
yet have so little to show for it as 
von Cramm. He hnd a real chance 
for the second sct, but Budge was 
simply not having any of that, and 
so we saw the greater thruster of 
the two almost cqually pertinacious 
players patently prevail. 


I thinks it may be sald that Budge, 
with his fine passing shots, was the 
stronger in defence and that his 
volleying forays were more numcr~ 
ous and more frequently successful. 


LEAD QUICKLY LOST 


Von Cramm began very hopefully 
and got the first “break through,” 
but Budge, by returning the service 
well, squared at 3—3, and won the 
next three games for G—3, still de- 
fending himself against the service 
jn the cighth game. 

In the approved fashlon Budge 

banged the ball into the corners and 
was continually following it up for 
the usually resultant kill to reach 
Bel ; 
Then did von Cramm_take a leat 
out of his book, and with a mixture 
of good volleying and fine base-line 
play drew up to 3—3, and led at 
4—3, serving fincly.

* doctor who always forgot to ask 
for his fees when he saw that 
the linen was. torn and that 
there was no meat in the pot on 
the fire.

+ so forgiving to the poor, became 
very popular amon his {cllow- 
cttizens. 

They sent him Arst to the Town 
Hall, then to the Painis-Bourbon, 
the Houses of Parlinment. 

Whon he was later defeated he 
wan already famous in French 
politics, He was piven a safe seat 
in Savoy, the province in which 
the Chautemps family originated. 
Hie became a Senator and 2 
Minister of Colonies, 

He did not grow rich for three 
reasons, because he forgot his fecs 
when the patients were poor, be- 
cause he resisted tho temptation of 
becoming wealthy ‘through poll- 
tics; and because he had five sons, 
, wat 

Camille, the new Premier, is now 
the most famous of the five, But 
before’ his name was Cver heard of 
tu France his elder brother Felix 
was suddenly placed In the iime- 
ght of French politics through a 
dramntic incident in the Chamber 
of Deputies which I witnessed by 
chance from the Press gallery 
exactly 24 years apo.

K.R.A. Also Urges 
Free Clinics ~ 


Disease Not 
Serious Menace 


The early establishment by the 
Government of a Leper Asylum for 
Hongkong-born lepers and the open 
ingg of Free elinies fer treatment of 
sufferers are amongst the recom- 
mendations mide by the Koyloon 
Residents'. Association, following an 
fnVestgauon carried out - regarding 
the prevalence of the disease in the 
Colony and the measures whieh are, 
or should be, carried out to control 
or prevent the spread of the disease. 


The subject Is exhaustively treated 
in the report on the investigations, 
now issued, which takes the form of 
n booklet of more than twenty pages. 
The document js of distinct historic 
value, and sets forth at length fac- 
tors which are germane ,to the pro- 
blem. It contains — correspondence 
between the Association and the 
Government, the report of — the 
Government - appointed Committee 
which studied the question in 1935, 
Urban Council questions and answers, 
full text of a questionnaire drawn up 
by the Association, with replies 
thereto from 29 Jocal medical practi- 
tloners and five practitioners from 
Ching and the Philippines, and text 
of the Lepers Ordinance of 1935. 


From the data furnished, the As- 
soclation has reached the following 
conclusions: 


NOT SERIOUS MENACE 


There appears to be every justl- 
eation for the opinion that leprosy 
is not such o serious menace to the 
Colony and its residents, as is 
fencrally thought to be the cuse 
doubtless brought about by traditional 
fear. of the disease. Although the 
discuse is definitely contaglous, the 
danger of infection Is apt to be exag- 
neratd. Nevertheless, In view of the 
loathsome nature of the disease in Its 
advanced stages, When the danger of 
Infection Js naturally increased, free 


| intermingling of lepers with the com- 


munity at large without any controt 
whatever Is certainly undesirable, 
We are of opinion that the Lepers 


Ordinance No, 25 of 1935 passed by 


the Legislative Council on the 13th 
June, 1035, covers all the necessury 
legislation, except that relating to 
notification or registration as re- 
commended hereunder. 

The report concludes: 


LEPER ASYLUM 


We strongly urge that the establish- 
ment by Government of a properly 
equipped Leper Asylum for the aco 
commodation of Hongkong-born 
lepers should be procecded with at 
the earliest possible date. In_ this 
connection, we recommend that any 
idea of erccting an elnborate building 
or’ set of bulldings at a high cost be 
definitely abandoned, 


In our opinion, the buildings to 
‘house the lepers should be-- simple, 
homely, and inexpensive, rather of 
the Chinese village type than: the 
modern institution. With reference 
to the control or staMng of thls Leper 
Asylum, we understand that no 
difficulty arises. As mentioned at the 
budget debate {In the Legislative 
Council on 12th September, 1935, 
inegotlations had already been com- 
menced between Government and the 
Sisters of the Immaculate Conception 
who run the Home at Sheklung. We 
are informed that the Right Reverend 
the Bishop of Hongkong also ap- 


‘| proached Government on behalf of 


the Hongkong Anglican Church Body 
and the Chinese Mission to Lepers 
with an offer to provide a staff In- 
cluding an experienced English mis- 
stonary ‘doctor as superintendent. 


SEGREGATION 


The consensus of the technical ad- 
vice received docs not agree with the 
Hongkong Government Committee's 
report thot segregation -ig not an 
essential condition at any stage of 
the disease, Nevertheless, we are of 
opinion ‘that compulsory scaredalon 
is not desirable, as this would only 
tend to drive cases underground and 
result. in their total disappearance 
from control. 


TREATMENT 


_ In view of the fact that modern 
methods of treatment may cure the 
disease if taken at an carly stage and 
may miligate its violence at all stages, 
we strongly urge that Government 
shouuld open free: clinics for such 
treatment as carly as possible, and 
that every means should bo adopted 
to encourage private - practitioncrn, 


hospitals, and health centres to treat - 


leprosy by recognized methods. . 
NOTIFICATION OF CASES 


We are strongly of opinion that in 
order to exercisc some control over 
the movements’ of lepers in the 
Colony, some form of notification or 


‘| registration with the Medical Au- 


‘thorities (which docs not impose 
compulsory segregation) should be 
introduced. ie 

Finally, we would express ouc
